Consider a child who receives 
a disagreeable letter from a class¬ 
mate at school. The child could re¬ 
spond in a number of ways: 

a) He could go and confront 
the sender of the letter directly; 

b) He could complain to his 
parents to take action; 

c) He could complain to the 
parents of the sender, their teach¬ 
ers, the school, etc. 

However, here is one thing 
the child will never do. He will 
never complain against the post¬ 
man who merely delivered the let¬ 
ter. Even a child understands that 
this is not logical. 

Now, please bear this child- 
level logic in mind when we con¬ 
sider the situation in ISKCON. In 
our Interactive section, although 
we receive many letters of appre¬ 
ciation, we also feature a num¬ 
ber of abusive letters attacking 
us. And such attacks also happen 
whenever our devotees are con¬ 
fronted personally. 

However, such abuse and an¬ 
ger directed at the IRM make no 
sense if one actually considers 
what the IRM does. It essentially 
compiles statements from: 

1) Parties claiming to repre¬ 
sent SrTla Prabhupada; 

2) SrTla Prabhupada, and also 
other statements from the same 
parties mentioned in 1) above. 

1 and 2 are then compared to 
see if there is a difference. 

Thus, for example, when we 
do this exercise with ISKCON lead¬ 


ers who claim to be 'good as God' 
successors to SrTla Prabhupada, it 
is not that we are 'attacking' them. 
Rather, we are simply conveying 
Sri I a Prabhupada's statements on 
the subject matter at hand. Simi¬ 
larly, our recent articles about the 
spiritual position of those who ei¬ 
ther accept or co-operate with 
the guru hoax are also not an at¬ 
tack, any more than a postman is 
attacking a child by simply deliv¬ 
ering a letter from someone else 
who disagrees with that child. 
We are just repeating what Srila 
Prabhupada says on the subject. 
And this is the case for all the top¬ 
ics we cover (unless we are show¬ 
ing contradictions, in which case 
we quote the party concerned). 

Hence, rather than be an¬ 
gry at us, those affected by the 
message of BTP should be grate¬ 
ful-that their deviation from, 
or misunderstanding of, SrTla 
Prabhupada's instructions has 
been explained, and that now 
they can correct such deviation 
and misunderstanding. Though, 
such anger rather than gratitude 
does not prevent us from carrying 
on with our duty, as we should: 

"Just like a man is sleeping. 
And somebody is coming to 
kill him, and other friend, "Mr. 
such and such, wake up! Wake 
up! Wake up!" So he may say, 
"Why you are disturbing me?" 
But that is the greatest service, 
he'll be saved." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 30/12/68) 

And, if what we are presenting 
is wrong, people could just refute 


us philosophically, rather than get 
upset and angry: 

"If two persons are in argu¬ 
ment the man, the one party, he 
becomes angry, that means he 
is defeated. Why one should be¬ 
come angry? It is the argument, 
logic. They should continue". 
(Srlla Prabhupada Interview, 9/7/75) 

But they cannot claim that 
they are upset because what is 
being presented is wrong, be¬ 
cause it is either just SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's statements, or their own 
statements being quoted back at 
them! Thus, their anger does not 
arise because what we are pre¬ 
senting is incorrect, but because 
it is actually true. They do not 
like what is presented, because it 
shows them as deviating, and this 
exposure is what concerns them 
more than actually being on the 
correct path: 

"If one is a foolish person, if 
you give him good instruction, 
he will be angry. He will not 
take it." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 1/6/74) 

Hence, unlike in the exam¬ 
ple of the child given at the out¬ 
set, they do not even have a right 
to get upset at the message, since 
it is coming directly from SrTla 
Prabhupada (or themselves)-and 
thus to get upset at the mere mes¬ 
sengers becomes a ridiculous act 
of desperation and frustration. An 
act which, as explained, displays 
even less intelligence than a child.

However, rather than accept¬ 
ing that SrTla Prabhupada's books 
have conquered empires, ISKCON 
devotees have set about trying to 
conquer SrTla Prabhupada's liter¬ 
ary legacy by writing their own 
competing versions. As we will 
show, this is a growing trend. 

Bhagavad-gita 

In regards to versions of Bhag¬ 
avad-gita competing with SrTla 
Prabhupada's Bhagavad-gita As It 
Is, some examples are: 

• A Comprehensive Guide to 
Bhagavad-gita by ISKCON guru 
Hridayananda Dasa Goswami 
("HD"), covered in BTP 47; 

• Bhagavad-gita: Talks Between 
the Soul and God by Ranchor Dasa; 

• Bhagavad-gita: The Beloved 
Lord's Secret Love Song by Garuda 
Dasa; 

• The Bhagavad-gita by Swami 
B.V. Tripurari. 

All are by persons who are 
supposed to be SrTla Prabhupada's 
disciples, and there are other edi¬ 
tions, and no doubt more will be 
added in the future. SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada criticised the fact that there 
were so many unauthorised edi¬ 
tions of the Bhagavad-gita, and 
he therefore gave his one, author¬ 
ised version:

In BTP 53, we already men¬ 
tioned the alternative Srimad-Bha¬ 
gavatam produced by GBC-elect- 
ed diksa guru, HH Krishna Kset- 
ra Swami. Now, another ISKCON 
member has got in on the act. 
ISKCON UK broadcaster and con¬ 
tributor to ISKCON's official jour¬ 
nal Back To Godhead, Krishna 
Dharma Dasa ("KD"), has pub¬ 
lished a book titled The Sages of 
Naimisharanya, part of a prospec¬ 
tive series called "Brilliant as The 
Sun: A Retelling of Srimad-Bhaga¬ 
vatam". He states the purpose of 
the series is to "produce the en¬ 
tire Bhagavatam" (KD Lecture, 
19/2/17), and thus states on his 
website that he will be "releasing 
further volumes until the entire 
Bhagavatam is complete. That 
process will take a few years." 
This competing version has al¬ 
ready been endorsed by 4 ISKCON 
gurus and promoted by ISKCON 
UK headquarters' newsletter.

Direct challenge 

The latest attempt to compete 
with SrTla Prabhupada's books fol¬ 
lows a similar pattern. To justify his 
project to produce the "entire Bha¬ 
gavatam", KD states in the ISKCON 
UK headquarters' newsletter: 

"Many people find the Bha¬ 
gavatam challenging to read. 
We have therefore tried to make 
it more accessible and hopefully 
understandable." 

This statement only makes 
sense if KD also believes that 
SrTla Prabhupada's Srimad-Bha¬ 
gavatam is "challenging to read", 
and therefore he is required to 
make the work more "accessible 
and understandable". Otherwise, 
there would be no need for his 
version, as people could just read, 
and KD himself would point eve¬ 
ryone to read, SrTla Prabhupada's 
already available Srimad-Bhagav¬ 
atam. And SrTla Prabhupada him¬ 
self has written, right at the begin¬ 
ning of Srimad-Bhagavatam in his 
Preface, that it is completely ac¬ 
cessible and understandable, be¬

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May 28th and July 9th Synthesis 



1) In recent issues we analysed the May 28th, 1977 conversation between Sri la Prabhupada and the GBC in depth, even uploading a portion of 
the tape for our readers to hear - please see "Zonal Acarya Hoax Revival", BTP 52, and "Changing SrTla Prabhupada's Words", BTP 53. We can now 
combine the findings presented in those articles with other information regarding the May 28th, 1977 conversation and SrTla Prabhupada's July 
9th, 1977 directive. The GBC focuses on the second part of the May 28th conversation because SrTla Prabhupada mentions the words "granddis- 
ciple" and "regular guru", and thus they believe it supports their successor guru system (GBC Resolution 409,2004). The GBC agrees that the con¬ 
versation refers specifically to what will happen after SrTla Prabhupada physically departs - they hove to in order to be able to use the conversation 
to support their guru system, which can only occur after SrTla Prabhupada physically departs. Whereas the first part of the May 28th conversation 
and the July 9th directive are not of much help to them, since they mention "rtviks", or representatives, whose action will result in SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada becoming the diksa guru - and thus support those promoting SrTla Prabhupada as being the diksa guru of ISKCON. 

2) The diagram above, however, shows that all these different pieces of evidence can be synthesised to arrive at only one conclusion. The first 
part of the May 28th conversation speaks of SrTla Prabhupada appointing rtviks for after his departure. The July 9th directive results in the appoint¬ 
ment of these same rtviks - and thus corresponds with the first part of the May 28th conversation which speaks of these rtviks being appointed. 
The second part of the May 28th conversation answers the question of whose disciples the appointment of rtviks will result in. There can only be 
two answers - either SrTla Prabhupada's or the rtviks' themselves. As shown, the disciples created by the rtviks can only belong to SrTla Prabhupada 
- which is established via two different routes. This then leads to the second part of the May 28th conversation corresponding with the July 9th 
directive, which speaks of the same rtviks creating disciples for SrTla Prabhupada - with no order either in the directive or subsequently for them 
to become diksa gurus. And we already noted that the first part of the May 28th conversation corresponds with the July 9th directive. Hence, both 
parts of the May 28th conversation correspond with the July 9th directive, and thus all these 3 pieces of evidence are consistent and reinforcing, 
resulting in the same conclusion - that SrTla Prabhupada is the diksa guru of ISKCON, with rtviks having been appointed to accept disciples who 
would be SrTla Prabhupada's initiated disciples. 

3) The fact that all 3 pieces of evidence lead to the same result, means that eliminating pieces of evidence will not matter. Thus, if one argues 
that the second part of the May 28th conversation is not clear enough for one to be able to derive any definitive conclusion, then one is left with 
only the first part of the conversation. This corresponds with the July 9th directive, and hence leads to the conclusion that SrTla Prabhupada is the 
diksa guru of ISKCON. Or, if one argues that the whole May 28th conversation is not clear enough to be able to derive any definitive conclusion, 
then one is left with the July 9th directive, which thus leads to the conclusion that SrTla Prabhupada is the diksa guru of ISKCON. So from any and 
all angles, the conclusion is the same: SrTla Prabhupada is the diksa guru of ISKCON.

GBC-elected diksa guru, HH 

Romapada Swami ("RPS") claims: 

"So we surrender unto Krsna 
through the medium of his rep¬ 
resentatives which come in the 
form of disciplic succession and 
specifically diksa is an event 
that requires physical presence 
of guru in the line of disciplic 
succession." 

(RPS Vyasa-puja 2017) 

RPS claims that: 

1) Diksa is an event; 

2) This event requires the 
physical presence of the guru. 

However, as usual, let us con¬ 
sult SrTla Prabhupada's teachings, 
and examine whether RPS is sim¬ 
ply repeating what SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada taught, or has simply invent¬ 
ed his own teachings. All empha¬ 
ses below added. 

Process, not event 

SrTla Prabhupada states: 

"Diksa is the process by which 
one can awaken his transcen¬ 
dental knowledge and vanquish 
all reactions caused by sinful 
activity. A person expert in the 
study of the revealed scriptures 
knows this process as diksa " 
(Cc., Madhya-lila, 15.108) 

"[...] the spiritual master 
awakens the sleeping living en¬ 
tity to his original conscious¬ 
ness so that he can worship 
Lord Visnu. This is the purpose 
of diksa , or initiation. Initia¬ 
tion means receiving the pure 
knowledge of spiritual con¬ 
sciousness." 

(Cc., Madhya !:!a, 9.61) 

"Diksa actually means initi¬ 
ating a disciple with transcen¬ 
dental knowledge by which he 
becomes freed from all materi¬ 
al contamination ." 

(Cc., Madhya-lila , 4.111) 

Thus, diksa is not an event.

A process 
that requires one to receive the 
transcendental knowledge by 
which one is freed from all ma¬ 
terial contamination - that is, be¬ 
comes liberated. Thus, rather than 
happening as a one-time event, 
diksa is an ongoing process. 

Not physical 

SrTla Prabhupada didn't teach 
that this process of awakening or 
receiving transcendental knowl¬ 
edge requires the physical pres¬ 
ence of the diksa guru. On the 
contrary, SrTla Prabhupada taught 
that: 

"Reception of spiritual know¬ 
ledge is never checked by any 
material condition." 

(SB, 7.7.1) 

Indeed, SrTla Prabhupada nev¬ 
er met many of his disciples, even 
though he is their diksa guru. 
Rather, this transcendental knowl¬ 
edge which leads to liberation 
will always be received from SrTla 
Prabhupada via his books, as RPS 
himself admits: 

" He TPrabhupadal wrote 
books and who were the books 

for? Everybody . He was particu¬ 
larly, he was repeatedly strong 
about it. He wanted his disci¬ 
ples, he wrote these for you so 
we can have the means of cross¬ 

ing the ocean of material exist¬ 
ence. very specific instructions ." 

It is not disputed by the GBC 
that this liberating transcenden¬ 
tal knowledge, in the form of SrTla 
Prabhupada's books and other re¬ 
corded teachings, will form the 
mainstay of ISKCON's teachings 
for its lifetime (GBC Resolutions 35, 
1994; 404,1999). And thus, it does 


not require SrTla Prabhupada's 
physical presence. 

Therefore, RPS's definition of 
diksa is shown to be false, both by 
SrTla Prabhupada's teachings, and 
by RPS's own teachings. 

False parallel 

The GBC diksa guru just fea¬ 
tured falsely claims that he must 
be physically present in order for 
diksa to occur. But it is also just 
as false to claim that a 'ceremo¬ 
ny performer' must be physical¬ 
ly present as part of transmitting 
and receiving diksa. For example, 
the website promoting the "IA77" 
paper featured in the last issue 
(produced under the guidance of 
Sundar Gopal Dasa, Singapore), 
states: 

"diksa is actually the trans¬ 
mission of spiritual knowledge 
from a bona fide spiritual mas¬ 
ter to a sincere student of spir¬ 
itual life. But the ceremony for¬ 
malises or solidifies the agree¬ 
ment between the master and 
the disciple and is therefore 
equally important ." 

The claim that the initiation 
ceremony is as equally important as 
diksa itself would mean that: since 
diksa is delivered by the diksa guru 
and the ceremony is delivered by 
the ceremony performer; and 
since both things being delivered 
are supposedly equal, then those 
delivering them would also be of 
similar vital importance, as they 
would both be delivering some¬ 
thing of equal value. 

In this way, the person per¬ 
forming the ceremony is falsely el¬ 
evated to being on a par with the 
diksa guru, and his physical pres¬ 


ence to deliver the ceremony sup¬ 
posedly becomes just as neces¬ 
sary as diksa itself. However, SrTla 
Prabhupada does not teach this, 
or that the ceremony is "equally 
important" as diksa. Rather, when 
referring to the initiation ceremo¬ 
ny, SrTla Prabhupada states that it 
is a mere formality which is "not 
very important": 

"Well, initiation or no initia¬ 
tion, first thing is knowledge... 
knowledge. Initiation is formal¬ 
ity. Just like you go to a school 
for knowledge, and admission 
is formality. That is not very im¬ 
portant thing." 

(Interview, 16/10/76) 

The website also claims: 

"diksa is the formal accept¬ 
ance of spiritual vows". 

However, as we showed ear¬ 
lier in the article, diksa is not de¬ 
fined as a one-time event involv¬ 
ing the formal acceptance of spir¬ 
itual vows. But by falsely stating 
this, the person facilitating this 
formal acceptance of vows via a 
ceremony, would again become 
just as essential as the diksa guru 
himself, because diksa would be 
dependent on this ceremony, and 
hence the person performing it. 

Conclusion 

These false teachings serve to 
insert a physical intermediary who 
is supposedly absolutely essential 
as part of getting diksa , wheth¬ 
er it's a GBC "diksa guru" or one 
performing an initiation "ceremo¬ 
ny". But diksa is not dependent on 
such physical intermediaries. It is 
dependent only on SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada. The situation is summarised 
in the diagram above.

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Innocence Is No Excuse 


In previous BTP issues we have 
covered the consequences of fol¬ 
lowing the guru hoax - whether 
those followers be disciples of the 
guru hoaxers, or disciples of SrTla 
Prabhupada who participated in 
and supported the guru hoax. 
Such persons who followed the 
guru hoax, even if they have now 
rejected it, may claim that they 
made spiritual “progress" or ren¬ 
dered "sincere service" whilst do¬ 
ing so. After all, such persons do 
not wish to believe they have 
wasted a large portion of their 
lives and, instead of engaging in 
Krishna consciousness, were de¬ 
viating. However, we demonstrat¬ 
ed through SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings that such self-serving 
claims are not true, and whoever 
supported or followed the guru 
hoax was actually deviating rath¬ 
er than making spiritual progress 
and rendering sincere service 
(please see BTP 52: "The Danger 
of Following the PFP", and in BTP 
54: "PFP Case Study Continued", 
and "Another Stunning PFP Case 
Study" - where "PFP" refers to the 
'Prabhupada-Free Paradigm"). 

In response, a general objec¬ 
tion has been made that such 
devotees served in "good faith" 
and their intention was that they 
did want to correctly serve SrTla 
Prabhupada. Thus, they were act¬ 
ing innocently with good inten¬ 
tions and were simply misled due 
to ignorance of the actual facts, 
and hence, as soon as they found 
out the actual facts they correct¬ 
ed themselves. Therefore, such 
persons can be excused. However, 
let us see what SrTla Prabhupada 
teaches. Emphases added. 

Action not intention 

"[...] innocence is no excuse 
of law. If you say that "Some¬ 
body misled me to go to the left 
side" in the court, oh, that does 
not mean that you will be saved 

from the fine . So you have to 
become such intelligent per¬ 


son that you may not be misled 
by others. [...] You have to take 
the opportunity of education 
so that you may not be misled. 
Why do you agree to be misled? 
Then you must agree to take 

the punishment also . If you, by 
innocence, put your hand on 
the fire, so fire will not excuse 
you. So innocence is no excuse. 
You have to be learned. There¬ 
fore we are here to give proper 
education to the people." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 23/6/68) 
"Generally, one commits sin¬ 
ful activities due to ignorance. 
But ignorance is no excuse for 
evading the reaction-sinful ac¬ 
tivities." 

(The Nectar of Devotion, Ch. 1) 

"If in the law court you say, 
r/ My lord, I did not know that by 
stealing, one is punished," that, 
the magistrate or the judge, will 
not excuse you. The law, even 
this material law, is so strict, 
and you can imagine how much 
strict are stringent laws of the 

nature ." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 2/3/75) 

Thus, SrTla Prabhupada makes 
it clear that the right intention 
and genuine innocence are not 
relevant. One may have genuine¬ 
ly intended to follow the law, but 
if one breaks it, one will still get 
the same reaction. Only the ac¬ 
tion one takes, even if it is a result 
of innocently being "misled", will 
matter, and one will get the ap¬ 
propriate reaction for that action. 

Knowledge required 

Umapati: "In perfect knowl¬ 
edge, would the first step be faith 
that it is offered to Krsna? One 
may, may make an offering with¬ 
out being..." 

Srlla Prabhupada: "Well, he 
must learn under superior direc¬ 
tion. Otherwise, how he can offer? 
[...] Then whom he's offering? If 
he doesn't know Krsna..." 

Umapati: "That is his igno¬ 
rance. If he is seeking." 


Srlla Prabhupada: "Then, if 
he's in ignorance, what is the val¬ 
ue of his offering? [...] You cannot 
do anything in ignorance ." 

Umapati: "But then the spir¬ 
itual master gives him knowl¬ 
edge..." 

Srlla Prabhupada: "Yes." 
(Morning Walk, 5/12/73) 

SrTla Prabhupada here em¬ 
phasises that being in knowledge, 
rather than ignorance, is essen¬ 
tial. During the guru hoax, one 
will have taken action in ignor¬ 
ance. Ignorance of SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's true position in ISKCON. 
And ignorance that the guru "suc¬ 
cessors" one chose to take initia¬ 
tion from (whether 1st or 2nd ini¬ 
tiation), and offer one's service via 
(as one's guru, GBC or some other 
leader), were not bona fide. 

Everyone is guilty 

The points made above by 
SrTla Prabhupada are logical and 
obvious. Because if innocence, 
ignorance and good intentions 
were relevant factors of mitiga¬ 
tion, then it would also be pos¬ 
sible to excuse the guru hoaxers 
themselves. For, they could also 
plead ignorance, and still claim 
they were making spiritual pro¬ 
gress and rendering sincere ser¬ 
vice. Which would mean one 
could do *anything* deviant and 
it would not matter. 

All those who participated in 
the guru hoax will have unknow¬ 
ingly and unwittingly disrespect¬ 
ed SrTla Prabhupada by assuming 
he was no longer the diksa guru 
of ISKCON. And if one does this, 
SrTla Prabhupada states: 

"And one who has no knowl¬ 
edge how to respect guru, how 
he can become Vaisnava?" 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 4/10/76) 

"When one serves a Vaisnava 
unknowingly, one still gets the 
good result, and if one unknow¬ 
ingly insults a Vaisnava, one suf¬ 
fers the bad result." 

(SB, 4.9.23) 



SrTla Prabhupada also states 
the principle that "supporting" an 
action leads to the same result as 
executing the action: 

"I request all the pure-heart¬ 
ed demigods, forefathers and 
saintly persons to support my 
proposal, for after death the 
result of an action is equally 

shared by its doer, its director 

and its supporter ." 

(SB, 4.21.26) 

Therefore, one cannot take 
the position that only the guru 
hoaxers did something wrong, 
and everyone else is excused. 
Rather, everyone who participat¬ 
ed, supported or followed, wheth¬ 
er knowingly or unknowingly, 
whether in good faith and with 
good intentions or not, shares the 
results equally. 

Conclusion 

One's good intentions and 
desire to follow SrTla Prabhupada 
cannot substitute for actually act¬ 
ing correctly. SrTla Prabhupada 
teaches that only the correct ac¬ 
tions matter, otherwise one will 
get the reaction for having devi¬ 
ated. This will be the case even if 
one simply supported wrong ac¬ 
tions, rather than having actually 
executed them. Thus, any partici¬ 
pation in the guru hoax cannot be 
excused for any reason whatsoev¬ 
er. This is why the work the IRM 
is doing is so essential, as it pre¬ 
vents devotees from being misled, 
and their efforts going to waste.

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ISKCON ‘Sex Guru’ Attacks BTP 


In the last issue, we exposed GBC- 
elected diksa guru HG Mahatma 
Dasa ("MAD"). He gave a new def¬ 
inition of illicit sex and preached 
the 'benefits' of illicit sex, claiming 
how it can be "service" and help 
"bonding" between married cou¬ 
ples (please see BTP 54: "Chang¬ 
ing the Regulative Principles - 
1"). In keeping with his tenden¬ 
cy to preach nonsensical devia¬ 
tion in the name of Krishna con¬ 
sciousness, it is not surprising that 
he has also attacked this maga¬ 
zine and our promotion of SrTla 
Prabhupada's teachings regard¬ 
ing guru-tottva (the truth about 
guru). The quotes in the shaded 
boxes are taken from an article ti¬ 
tled " Ritvikism Hardens the Heart" 
on MAD's website. (" Ritvikism " and 
"Ritviks" are the terms used by the 
guru hoaxers to refer to those 
who accept that SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada is the diksa guru of ISKCON 
and that the hoaxers should only 
be representatives or" ritviks ", act¬ 
ing on his behalf.) 

Self-defeating hypocrisy 

"The Back To Prabhupada maga¬ 
zine, the main preaching arm of 
the ritvik movement, is grounded 
in criticism. Vaisnava philosophy 
is grounded in appreciation. The 
hypocrisy is obvious. A doctrine 
which needs to gather its power 
and authenticity from criticism of 
Prabhupada's disciples has noth¬ 
ing to do with the standards of 
Vaisnavism." 


pies are that such persons: 

Have a "lack of faith"; "sup¬ 
press the essence of bhakti "; "de¬ 
spise the essence of Krishna con¬ 
sciousness"; engage in a "crimi¬ 
nal act"; are "permanently blind¬ 
ed"; "blind others"; "break faith 
in Prabhupada's instruction"; 
engage in "gross manipulation 
of Prabhupada's words and in¬ 
tentions" and "undermining the 
very core of bhakti "; "destroy 
faith", and have "characteristic 
attitudes of non-Vaisnavas." 

And he claims that our belief 
is: "poison disguised as nectar", 
"travesty to our sampradaya", 
and "a complete misunder¬ 
standing of dynamics at the 
heart of Bhakti ". 

Thus, the whole article is 
"grounded in criticism". Hence, 
the hypocrisy of the article is obvi¬ 
ous. By being full of criticism, but 
simultaneously claiming that such 
criticism "has nothing do with the 
standards of Vaisnavism", it has 
actually defeated itself. 

Criticisms not correct 

In any case, MAD's numerous 
criticisms are not even correct. For 
example, he claims: 

"The ritviks therefore, to be suc¬ 
cessful, must break faith. They 
teach that no devotee in Iskcon 
has the qualifications and abilities 
to be diksa guru. They also break 
faith in Prabhupada's instruction 
that he wanted his disciples to be 
diksa gurus." 

1) We do not teach that no 
devotee in ISKCON could ever be¬ 
come qualified to be a diksa guru. 
In fact, we state the opposite: 

"In any case, the implemen¬ 
tation of a rtvik system does 
not rule out, a priori, the possi¬ 
ble existence of pure devotees. 
[...] Such persons would be de¬ 
lighted to work within the rtvik 
system if that was their guru's 
order." 

[The Final Order) 

2) SrTla Prabhupada never in¬ 


structed his disciples to replace 
him as ISKCON's diksa guru. It is 
highly significant to note that 
MAD does not make any attempt 
to present this supposed instruc¬ 
tion from SrTla Prabhupada. For no 
such order exists. MAD also claims 
(emphasis added): 

"To preach in a way that does not 
allow love to develop for a poten¬ 
tial living diksa guru is a criminal 
act ." 

Not only did SrTla Prabhupada 
not order any "living" diksa gurus, 
he also stated that a guru does 
not require to be living, meaning 
"physically present": 

"So although a physical 
body is not present, the vibra¬ 
tion should be accepted as the 
presence of the Spiritual Mas¬ 
ter, vibration. What we have 
heard from the Spiritual Mas¬ 
ter, that is living." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 13/1/69) 

Rather, the only time SrTla 
Prabhupada even directly refer¬ 
ences the concept of a "living" 
spiritual master, he condemns 
the idea, stating that even Jesus is 
such a "living" spiritual master: 

Madhudvisa: "I was referring 
to a living spiritual master." 

Srila Prabhupada: "Spiritu¬ 
al master is not the question of... 
Spiritual master is eternal. Spiritu¬ 
al master is eternal. [...] when you 
read Bible that means you are fol¬ 
lowing the spiritual master rep¬ 
resented by some priest or some 
clergyman in the line of Lord Je¬ 
sus Christ." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 2/10/68) 

Criticisms contradictory 

In addition, MAD's criticisms 
are contradictory. He states: 

"A devotee's faith in an advanced 
devotee is the most important 
proof of the qualification of his 
prospective guru." 

He claims the "most important 
proof" of the "qualification" of a 
guru is the devotee's faith. But a 
guru's qualification is independent 



of whether or not a devotee has 
faith in him, because his qualifica¬ 
tion does not appear and disap¬ 
pear depending on the faith oth¬ 
ers may or may not have in him. 
He is either qualified or he is not. 
A point MAD himself agrees with 
later in the article, contradicting 
his earlier point: 

"It may be inconceivable for one 
devotee that another devotee 
takes full shelter in their guru be¬ 
cause that guru's effulgence is 
not seen equally by all. Just look 
at how many godbrothers did not 
see Prabhupada's effulgence, yet 
his effulgence was obvious to us." 

MAD also claims in the article: 
"Krsna chooses who will be guru 
and for whom. It is not a matter of 
voting a man to the post of guru". 

But, in direct contradiction to 
his claim, MAD himself only be¬ 
came a guru when he: 

"was approved to initiate in 
April of 2013." 

(MAD website) 

An "approval" that was de¬ 
pendent on getting the votes of 
those doing the approving. 

Conclusion 

Like his lecture about illicit 
sex which we covered in the pre¬ 
vious issue, MAD does not offer 
a single referenced quote from 
SrTla Prabhupada in his article. Nor 
does he even offer any quotes 
from the " ritviks " he is criticising. 
Hence, he ends up offering a mass 
of self-contradictory, fabricated 
nonsense about guru-tattva, just 
as he did about illicit sex. 


The article from which this 
quote is taken is full of criticism, 
from the very title which criticis¬ 
es the acceptance of SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's diksa guru status as some¬ 
thing which "hardens the heart", 
to the conclusion, which criticises 
it as being "poisonous". The arti¬ 
cle contains non-stop criticism of 
all those, including SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's disciples, who support 
the fact that SrTla Prabhupada is 
ISKCON's diksa guru. Some exam-

Editor replies: 

Thank you for sharing your ex¬ 
periences. As you will have read in 
the pages of BTP issues, they are 


quite common. You have asked 
two questions. The first question 
is "why"? Why are the leaders in 
ISKCON bluffing everyone with 
their false claims? SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada was asked the same ques¬ 
tion in regards to the scientists 
who bluff people in a similar fash¬ 
ion with their false claims: 

Ganesa: "What have the sci¬ 
entists got to gain by bluffing us 
with these...?" 

Srila Prabhupada: "Position. 
Material world means they want 
some material gain, some ado¬ 
ration and some fame. That's all. 
This is material world. So if by 
bluffing you I get some materi¬ 
al profit and adoration and fame, 
why shall I not do it? Everyone is 
doing that." 

(Morning walk, 12/5/75) 

Thus, if by bluffing, a person 
can get profit, adoration and dis¬ 
tinction (PAD), then he will do it. 
And the bigger the position, the 
bigger the assets and projects one 
can control, the greater the scope 
for PAD. And, if you claim to repre¬ 
sent the Absolute Truth, and that 
you are as 'good as God', it gives 
very great scope for bluffing and 
getting PAD. 

Your second question is, how 
long can the falsehood continue? 

SrTla Prabhupada explains: 

"My Guru Maharaja once 
said, "The modern world is a soci¬ 
ety of the cheaters and the cheat¬ 
ed." Unfortunately, the cheat¬ 
ed are eulogizing the cheaters, 
and the small cheaters are wor¬ 
shiping the great cheaters. Sup¬ 
pose a flock of asses comes and 
eulogizes me, saying, "Oh, you 
ar eJagad-guru" What is the val¬ 
ue of their praise? But if a gen¬ 
tleman or learned man gives 
praise, his words have some val¬ 
ue. Generally, however, the per¬ 
sons who are praising and those 
who are being praised are both 
ignorant." 

[Life Comes From Life, Chapter 7) 

Thus, as long as there are per¬ 


sons vulnerable to being cheat¬ 
ed, the cheaters will continue 
cheating. For, as SrTla Prabhupada 
states in the earlier quote: 

"So if by bluffing you I get 
some material profit and ado¬ 
ration and fame, why shall I not 
do it? Everyone is doing that." 
(Morning walk, 12/5/75) 

Hence, we are trying our best 
to educate everyone to not be 
cheated by the cheaters. 

The real revolution

1. For someone claiming to

be against offending devotees, it 
is strange that you make a point 
of trying to offend: "garbage mag¬ 
azine", " aparadhi nonsense", "con¬ 
taminate our minds","such non¬ 
sense". Actually, hypocritical traits 
are common amongst those op¬ 
posed to BTP: 

a) They engage in heavy in¬ 
sults against us while accusing us 
of being offensive. 

b) They engage in heavy criti¬ 
cism of our activities while accus¬ 
ing us of being critical. 

c) They spend time pointing 
out what we are doing wrong in¬ 
stead of just chanting, reading, 
etc., whilst telling us that we are 
wasting our time pointing out 
what others are doing wrong, and 
instead should just be chanting 
and reading. 

And so on. 

In this way, they personify this 
age of Kali in which we live, which 
is said to be "full of hypocrisy" 
( Srimad-Bhagavatam , 1.17-18)! 

2. If ISKCON is creating "dev¬ 
otees" who are being "offended" 
by us - 

Repeating the instructions of 
SrTla Prabhupada; 

Engaging in philosophical in¬ 
quiry, discussion and debate; 

Striving always to present the 
truth and facts; 

- then how can they be dev¬ 
otees, since the above are what 
real devotees relish, not get of¬ 
fended by? And if we are wrong, if 
we err in our ways, real "devotees" 
would simply show us where and 
how we are wrong, instead of just 
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launching into a tirade of abuse. 
Such behaviour merely confirms 
our position-that there is a seri¬ 
ous problem in ISKCON. 

3. One has to wonder why the 
truth about SrTla Prabhupada pro¬ 
vokes such an emotional reac¬ 
tion full of rage, anger and hatred. 
From such abusive comments one 
would assume we were calling 
for mass murder, wholescale an¬ 
imal slaughter and atheism, rath¬ 
er than: 

SrTla Prabhupada being the 
guru; 

Only distributing and reading 
SrTla Prabhupada's books; 

"No Change" to how things 
were in 1977 during SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's physical presence. 

Hardly the end of the world! 

False arguments 

"Dear Prabhus, 

I came across the following 
article on a GBC website: www. 
dandavats.com/?p=34306, which 
seems to make good arguments 
against your position. Could you 
please comment?"

Editor replies: 

Thank you for sharing your 
doubts. This article repeats many 
standard false arguments, and so 
we shall reply in depth. Excerpts 
from the article shall be enclosed 
in shaded boxes. 

"in keeping with the Vaishnava 
tradition and SrTla Prabhupada's 
teachings, his disciples began to 
accept disciples of their own, con¬ 
tinuing the disciplic succession: 
"One who is now the disciple is 
the next spiritual master." (Sri- 
mad-Bhagavatam 2.9.43, purport). 
Unfortunately, some people are 
under the impression that they 
can take initiation directly from 
SrTla Prabhupada even after his 
disappearance from this world." 

This puts forward the propo¬ 
sition that SrTla Prabhupada must 
necessarily be succeeded by his 
disciples on his physical disap- 
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pearance. This is done by linking 
a statement about SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada's disciples who "accept disci¬ 
ples of their own" with the objec¬ 
tion to taking initiation from SrTla 
Prabhupada "even after his disap¬ 
pearance from this world", with 
the quote from Srimad-Bhagav- 
atam in the middle being the link. 
However, this is a perfect exam¬ 
ple of arguing one thing, but put¬ 
ting forward evidence for some¬ 
thing else, which becomes clear 
once we expand the quote from 
Srimad-Bhagavatam presented 
above, to see what is actually be¬ 
ing said: 

"One who is now the disci¬ 
ple is the next spiritual master 
(1). And one cannot be a bona 
fide and authorized spiritu¬ 
al master unless one has been 
strictly obedient to his spiritu¬ 
al master (2). Brahmaji, as a dis¬ 
ciple of the Supreme Lord, re¬ 
ceived the real knowledge and 
imparted it to his dear disciple 
Narada, and similarly Narada, 
as spiritual master, handed over 
this knowledge to Vyasa and so 
on (3). 

[...] One should not think 
of Brahmaji as a dead great¬ 
grandfather, as we have expe¬ 
rience on this planet. He is the 
oldest great-grandfather, and 
he is still living, and Narada is 
also living. (4)" 

We have numbered the sen¬ 
tences for ease of reference. As 
can be seen, sentence (1), which is 
quoted by the article, is referring 
to the general process of disciplic 
succession which has occurred 
since the time of Lord Krishna, 
where each successive link in 
the parampara has been the dis¬ 
ciple of the previous guru, as ex¬ 
plained by sentences (2) and (3). 
Thus, sentence (1) merely states 
what is not in dispute: that since 
Lord Krishna, the parampara has 
involved the disciple succeed¬ 
ing the previous guru. However, 
what is being proposed is that this 


process has to happen on SrTla 
Prabhupada's physical disappear¬ 
ance. Not only does this passage 
offer no evidence for this, it actu¬ 
ally offers evidence against it. For 
sentence (4) states that the exam¬ 
ples of disciplic succession used 
in this passage. Lord Brahma and 
Narada, are both still physically 
present. Indeed the other example 
used in the passage, Vyasa, may 
also still be physically present: 

"But it is sometimes said 
that Vyasadeva is still living". 
(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 12/4/68) 

Therefore, this passage shows 
that succession can happen at a 
time that is extremely distant from 
the guru's physical disappearance 
(in this case way before it).Thus, it 
does not support the proposition 
that the physical disappearance 
of a guru is the time when succes¬ 
sion must happen. 

"Unfortunately, some people are 
under the impression that they 
can take initiation directly from 
SrTla Prabhupada even after his 
disappearance from this world. 
However, this idea is unprece¬ 
dented and not supported in the 
scriptures nor by SrTla Prabhupada 
himself." 

The article now states that 
there is no support for the idea 
of taking initiation from SrTla 
Prabhupada "even after his disap¬ 
pearance from this world". How¬ 
ever, this assumes that "disap¬ 
pearance from this world" exists as 
a restriction on the spiritual mas¬ 
ter initiating. Otherwise, if no such 
restriction exists, no support is re¬ 
quired nor need exist for the elim¬ 
ination of a non-existent restric¬ 
tion! 

Thus, this argument fails on 
two counts: 

a) It assumes the very restric¬ 
tion which is under dispute - that 
a diksa guru cannot initiate "af¬ 
ter his disappearance from this 
world". It therefore assumes that 
which needs to be proven - which 
is not an argument but an unprov-

en assumption. 

b) It calls for evidence to over¬ 
turn a restriction which does not 
exist, as this restriction has never 
been stated by SrTla Prabhupada. 
But there is no requirement for 
scripture or SrTla Prabhupada to 
specifically support the overturn¬ 
ing of a restriction which does not 
exist to begin with! 

"Only via personal interaction 
with the guru can we ensure that 
our attitude, words, and actions 
are pleasing to our spiritual mas¬ 
ter, which is the secret of success 
in spiritual life. [...] Without a liv¬ 
ing guru, enquiry is not possible, 
because our questions cannot be 
answered, and we will not receive 
specific instructions according to 
our natures." 

SrTla Prabhupada does not 
teach this "living" guru, as in phys¬ 
ically present, theory (see previ¬ 
ous article for evidence). This is 
because he initiated many disci¬ 
ples without ever meeting or hav¬ 
ing "personal interaction" with 
them. Hence, by preaching such 
a "living guru" theory, the article 
is actually attacking SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada for being a deviant, since he 
did not teach or practise this the¬ 
ory. 

In conclusion, there are no ar¬ 
guments here, never mind "good" 
ones. Rather, the article just fabri¬ 
cates: 

A principle-that a diksa guru 
must be succeeded on his physi¬ 
cal departure; 

A restriction - that a diksa guru 
cannot accept disciples if he is 
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Srfla Prabhupada: 

He guarantees spiritual safety 


physically absent; 

A theory-that a diksa guru 
must always physically interact 
with a disciple before accepting 
him. 

These are fabrications be¬ 
cause they are not supported by 
quotes from Srfla Prabhupada. 

Keeping an open mind 

"After meeting an exiled devo¬ 
tee and finding out about certain 
things that are changing within 
ISKCON, I have decided to keep 
an open mind and read into Srfla 
Prabhupada's real teachings."

Editor replies: 

That devotees keep an open 
mind and study Srfla Prabhu¬ 
pada's actual teachings is all we 
ask for. Because if one does this, 
we are confident they will see 
the truth about Srfla Prabhu¬ 
pada's position as the diksa guru 
of ISKCON. A truth that is so in¬ 
disputable, we can even docu¬ 
ment ISKCON's leadership agree¬ 
ing with our presentation, even 
though they do not actually fol¬ 
low, but instead disobey. 

BTP Exchange 

The following letter was sent 
to us by Ananta Sesa Dasa of New 
South Wales, Australia, and our 
response in coloured text is inter¬ 
spersed between his statements 
below: 

"Dear Krishnakant Prabhu, 

Please accept my humble 
obeisances. All Glories to Srfla 
Prabhupada. 


Could you please try to rec¬ 
oncile and don't underestimate 
Srf Krishna's names because this 
Kali-yuga is a very special one 
whereby even hearing the holy 
names even once will benefit the 
entrapped jiva or soul. So even 
though it is easier to find faults, 
even if they are facts, they may be 
pointed out as a warning for the 
spiritual safety of all current or po¬ 
tential bhaktas, and to the individ¬ 
uals who may be deviating." 

1) We agree with you that 
facts should be pointed out as a 
warning for the spiritual safety of 
all current or potential bhaktas, 
and to the individuals who may 
be deviating. In this you have very 
nicely and succinctly summed up 
BTP's purpose and mission. 

2) We have not "underesti¬ 
mated" SrT Krishna's names. We 
have simply repeated whatever 
Srfla Prabhupada states regarding 
the philosophy of Krishna con¬ 
sciousness. 

"But I do not agree in broad¬ 
casting those internal issues to 
the extent as to compromise 
the integrity of ISKCON and be¬ 
cause only when a new bhakta is 
disturbed by those allegations, 
whether they are true or not, he 
may not understand clearly and, 
therefore, negatively slow down 
his bhakti progress or even cause 
him to 'bomb out' altogether!" 

1) It is not possible for a mag¬ 
azine stating "facts", as you have 
agreed we do, to "compromise 
the integrity of ISKCON". Either 
ISKCON's integrity was already 
compromised, and we are simply 
pointing that out-in which case 
please do not "shoot the messen¬ 
ger"! Or its integrity is not com¬ 
promised, and therefore it is an 
organisation with integrity, i.e., it 
is truthful, morally righteous, unit¬ 
ed, etc., and therefore someone 
stating the truth can only comple¬ 
ment such integrity-not destroy 
or compromise it. 

2) We are presenting the truth 


about guru-tattva and the correct 
process of Krishna consciousness, 
and therefore ultimately the truth 
about the process of bhakti. For 
one cannot practise bhakti if one 
is committing offences to Srfla 
Prabhupada and the holy name. 
Thus, it is not possible for a bhak¬ 
ta reading the truth about bhak¬ 
ti to have such reading "nega¬ 
tively slow down his bhakti pro¬ 
gress", as that would be contra¬ 
dictory. However, it is a fact that if 
one does commit offences to Srfla 
Prabhupada and the holy name by 
engaging in deviations, then their 
bhakti progress will be slowed 
down. And, as you agreed above, 
we are helping counteract that by 
giving warnings for the "spiritual 
safety" of the bhaktas. 

3) Also, it is a historical fact 
that the one thing which has 
caused devotees, new and old, to 
"bomb out altogether", has been 
accepting a bogus guru. We have 
all witnessed the devastation that 
occurs when they discover they 
were following such a false guru. 
And, as you have agreed, BTP ac¬ 
tually helps prevent this by pro¬ 
viding the necessary "warnings" 
to the bhaktas to not accept such 
false gurus. 

"I agree fully that Srfla Prabhu¬ 
pada is both my diksa and siksa 
guru and most of my Godbrothers 
and sisters also agree. I also agree 
that deviating knowingly is based 
on one of everyone's four defects, 
i.e. "inclined to cheat". Therefore, 

I suggest that you try as well to 
point out the infinitely amazing 
qualities of Srfla Prabhupada and 
the unparalleled benefit we get by 
strictly following in his footsteps, 
as our eternal guru, thus avoiding 
being cheated. However, it is ob¬ 
vious to a lot of us this diksa guru 
compromise is only an issue when 
we introduce Krishna Conscious¬ 
ness in an indirect way instead of 
primarily pointing out the glories 
of Srfla Prabhupada as an absolute 
pure saint devotee coming down 


to this world to save us." 

In each issue we are continual¬ 
ly pointing out the benefit of fol¬ 
lowing Srfla Prabhupada. 

However, please note that the 
guru hoaxers also point out "the 
glories of Srfla Prabhupada as an 
absolute pure saint devotee com¬ 
ing down to this world to save 
us." That is not the issue. The issue 
is that they then state that Srfla 
Prabhupada has to be accessed via 
the guru hoaxers, as they are re¬ 
quired to "connect" one to Srfla 
Prabhupada. Hence, Srfla Prabhu¬ 
pada's greatness and glory is not 
in dispute, and emphasising that 
alone will not solve what is in dis¬ 
pute - which is how does one ac¬ 
cess or connect to Srfla Prabhu¬ 
pada, and what are his real teach¬ 
ings? And thus it is this key issue 
that BTP addresses. 

"BTP magazine would be a lot 
more attractive if you could glorify 
the efforts of all, or at least some 
of, those amazing genuine devo¬ 
tees who are so active on harina- 
ma and book distribution, as a 
balance, instead of all negativity." 

The content of a publication 
is determined by its subject mat¬ 
ter. Which in turn is determined 
by its purpose. Thus, for exam¬ 
ple, during all of Srfla Prabhu¬ 
pada's many lengthy morning 
walks which form the Life Comes 
From Life book, Srfla Prabhupada 
speaks specifically about defeat¬ 
ing the "rascal scientists". Whilst 
doing so, he does not "balance the 
negativity" of exposing the "rascal 
scientists" by changing the sub¬ 
ject regularly to discuss the book 
distribution results of his disciples, 
as that is not relevant to the sub¬ 
ject matter being discussed. Sim¬ 
ilarly, BTP has a specific purpose, 
which you have nicely explained 
is to give "warning" for "spiritual 
safety". Thus, the content of BTP is 
in line with its purpose, just as the 
content of Life Comes From Life is 
in line with its purpose. 

Now, one can argue that BTP's 
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purpose is wrong. That devot¬ 
ing what is approximately only 
just over 1 page a week (as the 
magazine only comes out eve¬ 
ry 3 months), to a guru hoax that 
still affects tens of thousands of 
devotees and is getting thou¬ 
sands of new victims every year, 
is too much , and needs to be "bal¬ 
anced". And thus the space given 
to this essential subject needs to 
be cut down. But, most devotees 
have told us that it is actually not 
enough! 

Thank you for your feedback, 
as it helps us clarify the important 
points you have raised.

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Below we present how the in¬ 
tense desire to usurp SrTla Prabhu- 
pada's position as ISKCON's diksa 
guru forces one to deny the very 
reality that one has himself put 
forward! Such behaviour is the 
hallmark of those who are simply 
cheating, rather than those who 
are supposedly as 'good as God' 
diksa gurus. 

No means yes 

In the November/December 
2016 issue of ISKCON's official 
magazine, Back To Godhead , GBC- 
elected diksa guru Suresvara 
Dasa ("SUD") presents the follow¬ 
ing quote from SrTla Prabhupada: 

"Because people are in dark¬ 
ness, we require many millions 
of gurus to enlighten them. 
Therefore Caitanya Mahaprab- 
hu's mission is. He said, that 
'Every one of you become guru. 
[If you say] But I have no qualifi¬ 
cation. How can I become guru?' 
There is no need of qualifica¬ 
tion. 'Still I can become guru?' 
Yes. 'How?' Whomever you 
meet, you simply instruct what 
Krsna has said. That's all. You be¬ 
come guru." 

(Srlla Prabhupada Lecture, 21/5/76) 

Thus, SUD quotes a statement 
which answers the question of 
"How can I become guru?", with 
the answer: 

"There is no need of qualifi¬ 
cation". 

However, SUD claims this 
statement is evidence that SrTla 
Prabhupada cannot be ISKCON's 
"perpetual diksa guru". This is be- 

-v. 

cause SUD claims that in this state¬ 
ment Lord Caitanya wants: 

"everyone to qualify them¬ 
selves as spiritual masters". 

Therefore, SUD claims that "no 
qualification", means the exact op¬ 
posite, and that it is actually a call 
for people to qualify themselves as 
spiritual masters. He may as well 
add that "no" means "yes", "black" 
means "white", and "up" means 
"down"! 


Living in 


I don't believe it 

SUD is forced to make such a 
mind-bending assertion, because 
a diksa guru does need to first be¬ 
come qualified. Thus, SUD needs 
to hide the fact that by saying "no 
qualification", SrTla Prabhupada 
is not speaking about successor 
diksa gurus. 

The GBC, whom SUD repre¬ 
sents as one of its elected diksa 
gurus, itself agrees that the "no 
need of qualification" standard 
does not refer to diksa gurus. For 
it insists that, in order to become a 
diksa guru in ISKCON, a whole raft 
of at least 19 "mandatory qualifi¬ 
cations" are first satisfied. These 
include everything from freedom 
from "attachment to kamini-kah- 
cana" (sex objects and wealth), to 
"knowledge and understanding of 
sastra" (GBC Resolutions, 2010). 
Hence, although SUD claims the 
"no qualification" statement from 
SrTla Prabhupada presented in the 
previous section speaks of "every¬ 
one" becoming a diksa guru, after 
40 years the GBC has only allowed 
a restricted group of around ten 
dozen men to become diksa gu¬ 
rus in ISKCON. 

Thus, in addition to propos¬ 
ing the exact opposite of what he 
himself has quoted, SUD is also 
proposing something which, as 
someone working under the GBC, 
he does not even believe himself! 

Same again 

SUD also presents the follow¬ 
ing quote as evidence that SrTla 
Prabhupada cannot be ISKCON's 
"perpetual diksa guru": 

"Keep trained up very rigidly 
and then you are bona fide Guru, 
and you can accept disciples on 
the same principle. But as a mat¬ 
ter of etiquette it is the custom 
that during the lifetime of your 
spiritual master you bring the 
prospective disciples to him, 
and in his absence or disappear¬ 
ance you can accept disciples 
without any limitation. This is 


Denial 

the law of disciplic succession. I 
want to see my disciples become 
bona fide Spiritual Master and 
spread Krishna consciousness 
very widely, that will make me 
and Krishna very happy." 

(Letter to Tusta Krsna Dasa, 2/12/75) 

However, again we find the 
same pattern as with the "evi¬ 
dence" presented by SUD that we 
just covered: 

a) SrTla Prabhupada does not 
state here what SUD claims. Yes, 
SrTla Prabhupada states the pos¬ 
sible time-period when one can 
become a diksa guru, i.e. only af¬ 
ter he physically departs. Howev¬ 
er, he does not state that at this 
time he will stop acting as ISK¬ 
CON's diksa guru, and instead be 
succeeded by "everyone" as suc¬ 
cessor diksa gurus. Rather, to an¬ 
swer the question of what should 
happen at that time, we need to 
see what SrTla Prabhupada actu¬ 
ally ordered before his physical 
departure. Did he state he would 
no longer be ISKCON's diksa guru, 
or did he instead give an initia¬ 
tion system whereby he would 
remain as ISKCON's diksa guru? 
History shows it was the latter, as 
evidenced by the July 9th, 1977, 
initiation directive issued to all 
ISKCON temples and GBC mem¬ 
bers. 

b) SUD does not even believe 
the "evidence" he himself is pre¬ 
senting. For the GBC, whom he 
represents, does not believe in the 
"law of disciplic succession" that 
the above letter mentions-they 
allow disciples to become diksa 
gurus in their own "spiritual mas¬ 
ter's" physical presence, and in¬ 
deed a number of such individu¬ 
als have done this in ISKCON with 
the GBC's blessing. 

Father = grandfather 

Another GBC-elected diksa 
guru, HH Bhakti Charu Swami 
("BCS"), declares that: 

"Therefore, with Srlla Prabhu¬ 
pada in the center, let us all be¬ 


come truly united as brothers 
and sisters to fulfill the predic¬ 
tion of Sri Chaitanya Mahaprab- 
hu's." 

(BCS, Gaura-purnima Lecture, 11/3/17) 

If one becomes "brothers and 
sisters" with SrTla Prabhupada in 
the "centre", this means that SrTla 
Prabhupada is the "father". This is 
the definition of becoming broth¬ 
ers and sisters due to having the 
same person in the centre. BCS 
himself confirms this obvious fact: 

"Like for example in the fam¬ 
ily the father is the center. And 
with the father in the center we 
become related to each other as 
brothers and sisters. [...] If we 
come closer then we can also 
see that Prabhupada is the cent¬ 
er of our family." 

(BCS Seminar, 19/5/09) 

Yet, in practice, BCS is a sup¬ 
porter of the GBC guru system, 
being a GBC-elected diksa guru 
himself. This guru system ensures 
that SrTla Prabhupada must actu¬ 
ally be the "grandfather" for BCS's 
disciples and the disciples of the 
other 70-odd GBC diksa gurus. 
And that they are (God)-broth- 
ers and sisters only due to hav¬ 
ing BCS and the other gurus in the 
centre as their fathers. Indeed, if 
they were to actually attempt to 
unite as brothers and sisters with 
SrTla Prabhupada in the centre as 
their father, they would face seri¬ 
ous disciplinary action by the GBC! 
So, as with SUD, BCS presents a 
mind-bending version of reality, 
due to his intense desire to usurp 
SrTla Prabhupada's position as 
ISKCON's diksa guru. 

Conclusion 

Thus, proponents of the guru 
hoax are denying the very facts 
they themselves put forward. 
Hence, this is not a dispute over 
philosophy. Rather, faced with 
the same reality regarding SrTla 
Prabhupada-the IRM accepts it, 
whilst ISKCON's leadership simply 
live in denial.

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GBC Explains Its Guru System Is Unauthorised 


In previous BTP issues, we have 
quoted ISKCON's own leaders 
confessing that ISKCON's succes¬ 
sor diksa guru system is not au¬ 
thorised. For example, the GBC's 
own "Sastric Advisory Council" 
("SAC") states that the current 
ISKCON guru system does not ad¬ 
here to guru, sadhu and sastra: 

"Our present system has in¬ 
stitutionalized a process of sen¬ 
ior devotees voting or offering 
no-objection to prospective gu¬ 
rus. But we do not find that this 
institutionalized blessing seek¬ 
ing process is mentioned by 
guru, sadhu or sastra as the way 
that one is authorized to be¬ 
come a guru." 

(Balancing the Roles of the GBC and 
the Disciple in Guru Selection, SAC) 

Now, after many decades of 
running such an unauthorised 
guru system, the GBC has final¬ 
ly decided to issue a resolution 
which addresses this glaring defi¬ 
ciency in its guru system. GBC Res¬ 
olution 312, 2017, presents a doc¬ 
ument titled "Principles for Cre¬ 
ating a Diksa-Guru System for 
ISKCON" as an "official ISKCON po¬ 
sition paper". This resolution: 

a) Admits the GBC's guru sys¬ 
tem is not supported by sastra; 

b) Attempts to offer evidence 
for why it is still authorised. 

However, as we shall see, al¬ 
though it does do a), it fails to of¬ 
fer b), thereby rendering its "ex¬ 
planation" nothing but a de fac¬ 
to admission that its guru system 
is indeed unauthorised! All quotes 
in the shaded boxes below will b£ 
from this GBC resolution. 

The admission 

"[...] in the Vedic scriptures we will 
not find directions for Vaisnava in¬ 
stitutions to endorse or authorize 
spiritual positions like sannyasa or 
diksa-quru." 

The resolution admits that 
sastra does not direct an institu¬ 
tion like ISKCON to " authorise " 


spiritual positions like sannyasa or 
diksa guru. It then states that such 
sastric evidence is not required if 
one has evidence in the form of: 
"SrTla Prabhupada's instructions 
and activities". 

Thus, it argues that the GBC 
can authorise sannyasis because it 
is able to present the following or¬ 
der from SrTla Prabhupada, where¬ 
in he expressly instructs the GBC 
to authorise sannyasis : 

""I request that you make some¬ 
thing concrete and distribute it 
to all the other GBC members 
and amongst yourselves you 
may decide who will take sann¬ 
yasa." [Letter to Satsvarupa, 10 
February 1973]" 

Thus, the GBC itself has estab¬ 
lished that the only way the lack 
of scriptural authority for the GBC 
to authorise spiritual positions can 
be countered, is by an order from 
SrTla Prabhupada directly author¬ 
ising the GBC to in turn author¬ 
ise the spiritual position. Hence, 
they produced an order from 
SrTla Prabhupada specifically stat¬ 
ing that the GBC "amongst them¬ 
selves" can "decide who will take 
sannyasa'.' Consequently, by their 
own logic, their admission that 
there is a lack of scriptural author¬ 
ity for the GBC-authorised diksa 
gurus, could only be countered by 
a specific order from SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada similarly ordering the GBC to 
authorise diksa gurus. 

No authority 

However, no such order is pre¬ 
sented by the resolution, and in¬ 
deed no such order exists. Thus, 
their explanation for how the GBC 
was empowered to make sannya- 
sis merely highlights that they 
do not have a similar authority to 
make diksa gurus. Rather, the res¬ 
olution tries to hide the lack of a 
similar order for the GBC to au¬ 
thorise diksa gurus, by changing 
the subject to the qualifications of 
a diksa guru: 

"Just as SrTla Prabhupada estab¬ 


lished that the qualifications of 
prospective sannyasis should be 
assessed, he similarly indicated 
that diksa gurus should have cer¬ 
tain qualifications." 

But the issue is not the qualifi¬ 
cations of a diksa guru. The issue 
is-was the GBC ordered by SrTla 
Prabhupada to authorise such 
diksa gurus? And we just saw that 
although SrTla Prabhupada ex¬ 
pressly authorised the GBC to 
make sannyasis, he did not issue 
a similar command in respect of 
diksa gurus. Hence, this sleight 
of hand, whereby the resolution 
starts by asking correctly for au¬ 
thorisation but then switches to 
talking about qualification is just 
plain cheating to hide the lack of 
such authorisation. 

"I shall choose" 

On the contrary, the resolu¬ 
tion itself then goes on to present 
evidence that actually only SrTla 
Prabhupada himself will authorise 
such diksa gurus: 

" Tamala Krsna: "Well, I have stud¬ 
ied myself and all of your disciples, 
and it's a clear fact that we are all 
conditioned souls, so we cannot 
be guru. Maybe one day it may be 
possible..." 

Prabhupada: "Hmm." 

Tamala Krsna: "...but not now." 
Prabhupada: "Yes. I shall choose 
some guru. I shall say, "Now you 
become acarya. You become au¬ 
thorized." 

[Room Conversation, 22 April 
1977, Bombay]" 

Thus, having not given an or¬ 
der for the GBC to authorise diksa 
gurus, SrTla Prabhupada states in¬ 
stead that he will "choose some 
guru" by stating, "Now you be¬ 
come acarya. You become author¬ 
ised". But history records that no 
such diksa guru "choice" of "some 
guru" was ever made by SrTla 
Prabhupada issuing such a proc¬ 
lamation. And since SrTla Prabhu¬ 
pada did not give an order to the 
GBC for them to make diksa gurus 


either-then it means that SrTla 
Prabhupada must remain the 
diksa guru of ISKCON. 

Self-defeating 

The resolution also claims the 
following quote is evidence that 
SrTla Prabhupada was speaking 
about "initiating spiritual masters": 

""Maybe by 1975, all of my dis¬ 
ciples will be allowed to initi¬ 
ate and increase the numbers of 
the generations. That is my pro¬ 
gram." [Letter to: Hansadutta- 
Los Angeles 3 January, 1969]" 

However, just a few lines earli¬ 
er, it presents a quote from 1975 
itself, which states that it is a "law" 
that no one can become a guru in 
their spiritual master's presence: 
""during the lifetime of your 
spiritual master you bring the 
prospective disciples to him, 
and in his absence or disappear¬ 
ance you can accept disciples 
without any limitation. This is 
the law of disciplic succession." 
[Letter to Tusta Krsna Swami, 2 
December 1975]" (Please see pre¬ 
vious article for discussion of this 
quote - Ed.) 

Therefore, the resolution it¬ 
self presents evidence that SrTla 
Prabhupada was not referring to 
authorising "initiating spiritual 
masters" in his physical presence 
"by 1975", thus defeating itself! 

Conclusion 

The GBC has established by its 
own hand, with an official posi¬ 
tion paper and resolution, the ev¬ 
idence for why its diksa guru sys¬ 
tem is not authorised! 



Srila Prabhupada: did not 

authorise GBC to make diksa gurus

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Another “Guru” Heavy with Ignorance 


We showed in the previous is¬ 
sue how, though the word "guru" 
by definition means "heavy with 
knowledge" (Teachings of Lord Ka- 
pila, Verse 4), ISKCON guru HH Hri- 
dayananda Dasa Goswami ad¬ 
mitted to being in ignorance for 
decades (see "Following the IRM's 
Lead"). Now, hot on his heels, we 
reveal another ISKCON "guru" 
also admitting to similar long- 
held ignorance. All the quotes in 
the shaded boxes below are from 
"Varnasrama" (Vedic social sys¬ 
tem) seminars, given by HH Siva- 
rama Swami ("SRS"), published 
last year. All emphases added. 

Ignorant for decades 

"Varnasrama is not really my, it's 
not my thing. [...] it's my duty to 
try to research what it is that SrTla 
Prabhupada wanted and try to 
fulfill that. So for the last two to 
three years. I've been really dig¬ 
ging in. [...] it's becoming for me 
very obvious I wish I knew a lot of 
the things that I know now about 
varnasrama [.. .] And if I knew that 
now, excuse me, earlier, what I 
knew now because as a temple 
president, GBC, as a guru, I may 
have made different decisions and 
given different types of advice." 

SRS has been a GBC-elect- 
ed 'good as God' diksa guru for 
30 years. However, he admits it 
is only in the last "two to three 
years" that he has learned about 
varnasrama. Consequently, he la¬ 
ments that if it weren't for his long 
held ignorance of varnasrama, he 
could have given better advice 
while acting as a guru. 

Back to front 

SRS admits that what he has 
just realised about varnasrama is 
so basic that it is already under¬ 
stood by all those of Indian origin: 
"I wanted to mention for varnasra¬ 
ma , which those of Indian origins 
will know, is that varnas marry var- 
nas. [...] And when I was thinking 


about that and studying that I re¬ 
alized. yeah, this is why I've been 
involved in marriage counselling 
for the last forty years, is because 
there's a lack of compatibility. The 
modes of nature don't match." 

Very basic teachings indeed: 

"So in the beginning if we 
start a varnasrama college [...] 
to learn to be educated [...] by 
quality and work, that will be 
the basic principle of Krishna 

Consciousness ." 

(Srila Prabhupada Letter, 11/3/74) 

Thus, in summary, SRS is ad¬ 
mitting that first, 30 years ago, 
he became a 'good as God' diksa 
guru, whilst in ignorance of very 
basic Krishna conscious teachings. 
And then only recently did he try 
to acquire this basic knowledge. 
But it is not that one becomes a 
guru whilst ignorant, and then 
acquires knowledge. Rather, one 
first acquires knowledge, so that 
one is at least qualified to be a 
guru. Because guru means heavy 
with "knowledge" rather than ig¬ 
norance. Otherwise, it is like a per¬ 
son who first claims to be a pro¬ 
fessor, and then goes to college 
to take up basic studies! Even the 
materialists do not have such a 
stupid system. 

Doesn't speak truth 

SRS openly admits that what 
he speaks on the subject is not the 
absolute truth: 

"And there's a lot of different opin¬ 
ions on what varnasrama means. 
Obviously you are just hearing 
mine, which is not the absolute 
truth ." 

But, a 'good as God' diksa 
guru-which SRS claims he is-is 
always supposed to speak the ab¬ 
solute truth: 

"In order to learn the tran¬ 
scendental science, one must 
approach the bona fide spirit¬ 
ual master in disciplic succes¬ 
sion, who is fixed in the Abso¬ 
lute Truth ." 

(The Science of Self Realization, Ch. 2) 


Thus, this is more evidence 
that SRS is not a bona fide spiritual 
master. In addition, one should at 
least have the humility to refrain 
from propagating such admitted¬ 
ly imperfect information. But all 
the quotes from SRS in this article 
are taken from "seminars" about 
varnasrama that SRS gives. 

Still ignorant 

SRS states that he belongs to 
the vaisya varna (mercantile class): 
"It took me a long time to figure 
out what my varna was. [...] but 
if I had to choose one then I'm a 
vaisya ." 

His followers, however, resist 
this admission, as they believe 
he is transcendental, beyond the 
modes of material nature: 
Devotee: "I understand that you 
are completely transcendentally 
situated beyond the three modes 
of nature, so how you can speak 
about a vaisya ?" 

SRS: "Because the nature remains." 

In reply, SRS does not state 
he is not transcendental, but in¬ 
stead attempts to reconcile how 
he could be transcendental and a 
vaisya, by stating that the vaisya 
nature still remains. But this vaisya 
nature is completely material: 

"There are four classes of 
men functioning in the three 
material modes of nature . Those 
who are purely in the mode 
of goodness are called brah- 
manas . Those who are purely in 
the mode of passion are called 
ksatriyas . Those who are in the 
modes of both passion and ig¬ 

norance are called vaisyas . 
Those who are completely in ig¬ 
norance are called sudras ." 

( Bg ., 7.13) 

Thus, despite his recent study, 
SRS is still ignorant regarding the 
basics of Krishna consciousness. 
When one is transcendental, a 
vaisya nature does not remain, 
since this nature is in the modes 
of passion and ignorance, rather 
than transcendental. 



SRS: Ignorant about Krishna

Ignorance and passion 

SRS elaborates on why he is 
a vaisya rather than a brahmana 
(learned scholar): 

"I always think about money. And 
that is the quality of a vaisya. And 
it's also my bloodline." 

"I was invited to the home of 
some devotees [...] they had this 
little house [...] they just had a 
couple of chairs and a table and 
an altar [...] That's all they had. I 
thought these people are brah- 
manas. I don't live like that. But I 
told you I'm not a brahmana. I'm 

a vaisya ." 

And, as SRS explained in the 
previous section, this nature of a 
vaisya has remained in him. Which 
means that he is in the material 
modes of passion and ignorance. 
Which corresponds with the igno¬ 
rance that this article has detailed 
him having. 

Conclusion 

SrTla Prabhupada is the diksa 
guru of ISKCON because he did 
not authorise a successor diksa 
guru program, and not because 
it is impossible for his disciples 
to ever become qualified as diksa 
gurus. However, those who par¬ 
ticipate in the guru hoax despite 
such lack of authorisation auto¬ 
matically disqualify themselves 
by this disobedience. And our ex¬ 
poses revealing these hoaxers' ig¬ 
norance, also show that they do 
not possess the qualification of 
bona fide diksa gurus, for such 
persons are fixed in the absolute 
truth - not ignorance.

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In BTP 35, "ISKCON's Parallel World -1", we exposed the nonsense that Chaitanya Charan Dasa ("CCD"), a "spiritual" advisor to the GBC, spoke 
about SrTla Prabhupada's teachings. Now he has been exposed for speaking nonsense about SrTla Prabhupada himself. 

The attack on SrTla Prabhupada 

On 13/4/17, CCD was found guilty by the ISKCON India Advisory Committee of making statements that reflect "doubt or misunderstanding 
concerning His Divine Grace A.C. Bhaktivedanta Swami Prabhupada's absolute position, and the exalted nature of his teachings." Just 
one example of CCD's many statements criticising SrTla Prabhupada is the claim that SrTla Prabhupada's statements are not in line with sadhu and 
sastra (saintly predecessors and scripture): 

"Now, Prabhupada has said a particular statement about the intelligence of women. Where is it said by sadhus, where is it said in 
sastra ? Where is it said? I have not found any statement in sastra talking directly about the intelligence level of women. [...] Our tradition 
means to teach the message of guru, sadhu, sastra. Not just that we take the message of guru and neglect sadhu and sastra". 

He also justified his criticism of SrTla Prabhupada by saying it is the same as when a child grows up and realises that his parents have faults: 

"As we go through spiritual life, we all evolve in our understanding of things. Just like when a person is a small child [...]The parents 
are everything for the child. But that conception cannot be maintained throughout the life. As the children grow, they see, "Yes, my par¬ 
ents also have fault [...] Yes, my parents also have some limitations."" 

Despite this criticism of SrTla Prabhupada, CCD is a member of the "Sastric Advisory Council", which was established by the GBC as an ad¬ 
visory body of "senior, trusted and proven brahmanas that offers input to the GBC Body according to scripture, philosophy and realization" (GBC 
Resolution 604, 2002). Thus, a person found guilty by ISKCON of having doubts in SrTla Prabhupada is who the GBC has selected to advise them 
on philosophical matters. 

The importance of POP 

In addition to revealing the spiritual quality of those whom the GBC consider among the senior-most spiritually knowledgeable devotees in 
ISKCON, this whole incident has also revealed the importance of the Prabhupada-Only Paradigm (POP). Part of this paradigm requires that we only 
rely on SrTla Prabhupada's recorded statements in order to be certain that we are actually dealing with SrTla Prabhupada's statements. One of the 
main arguments that CCD offers in his "defence"for expressing doubts about SrTla Prabhupada's statements is: 

"If you believe I am wrong [...] how you would prove, for example, his (Srila Prabhupada's) statement that nobody will be able to live 
on the earth after 2000 AD. The best brains in our movement haven't been able to find a way to prove it." 

But it seems that neither CCD nor his "best brains in the movement" thought to carefully check what SrTla Prabhupada actually said: 

"And it is suggested in your Almanac, World Almanac, that next hundred years they will break all these buildings and they will go un¬ 
derground. Yes. Because atomic age. So nobody will... I have read it in the World Almanac. The prediction is there that world, next hun¬ 
dred years, nobody will live on the surface of the earth." 

(Srila Prabhupada Lecture, 24/8/68, emphases added) 

Note the underlined parts. SrTla Prabhupada then repeats this same point a further three times in 1968 and 1969, each time referring to what 
the "World Almanac" states may happen within "the next hundred years". There is no mention of 2000 AD. Hence, at the very least CCD would 
need to wait a "hundred years" after the above statement was made, i.e. the year 2068, *51* years from now, before even discussing the accuracy 
of the above statement. And even then he would not be discussing SrTla Prabhupada's statement, but only SrTla Prabhupada quoting someone 
else's statement. Thus, this "2000 AD" argument has zero relevance to CCD's "defence" of his criticism of SrTla Prabhupada, as SrTla Prabhupada 
never made such a statement. All of which would have been clear if the POP had been followed.
